The  startii\"  point  for  this  genealogy  xias  a  remark  which  Rebecca  Kitzmiller 
Biohop  made  to  her  daughter  remotir:;  boforo  1879,  and  which  the  daughter  put 
into  a  letter  in  1933 1  -  that  Rebecca  and  hor  sister  were  orphans,  and  that  she 
and  Jacob  Bichoo  wore  married  at  Carlisle.  Orphan's  Court  records  of  Cumberland 
County  there  gave  the  name  of  Rebecca's  father  as  Jonathan,  ar.d  the  Zearaer  file 
of  records  of  that  county  (State  Archives  at  Harrisburg)  slowed  that  Jonathan  . 
was  torn  in  the  17 80s 0  So  It  was  thought  that  he  should  appear  in  the  1790 
census  as  a  minor  son  in  seme  Kitzmiller  family  -  but  that  census  obeyed  no  less 
than  seven  such  families  in  Pennsylvania  at  that  time,  each  of  which  included 
at  least  one  son  under  16. 

Here  the  investigation  got  off  on  an  interesting  side  track.  Gettysburg 
in  Adams  County,  just  south  of  Carlisle,  still  has  many  Kitzmiller  families, 
most  of  them  descended  from  one  Johannes  who  landed  at  Philadelphia  in  September 
1728.  His  son  and  grandsons  wore  mixed  up  in  a  shooting  scraps  with  coma 
Marylanders  in  ±751,  and  the  earliest  volumes  of  the  Penna.  Archives  contain 
all  the  proceedings  in  the  case.  With  the  help  of  the  York  County  Historical 
Society  this  family  was  thoroughly  traced,  resulting  in  quite  a  genealogy. 

Three  of  the  coven  Kitzmiller  families  on  the  first  census  were  located  in 
detail,  but  nowhere  in  this  line  was  there  a  single  Jonathan. 

A  second  search  of  the  Zsaner  records  was  then  made,  and  it  appeared  that 
Mrs.  Catherine  Kitzmiller  died  in  1332,  at  the  ago  of  83,  at  the  residence  of 
Jonathan.  And  a  second  study  of  the  Archives  found  another  Johannes  applying 
for  land  in  Lancaster  County  in  June  1728.  So  the  search  moved  east  across 
the  Susquehanna  River.  Much  miscellaneous  data  resulted,  but  it  was  not  until 
the  oldest  records  of  Christ  Lutheran  Church  ( 1 j lp oh oaken)  at  Stouchsberg, now 
in  private  hands,  were  located  that  Jonathan  and  Iris  mother  Catherine  showed  up. 


In  the  IO9O3  a  gentleman  by  the  nano  of  Vi.  H.  Bglo  started  the  publication 
of  lli  volumes  of  miscellaneous  items  of  early  Pennsylvania  genealogy,  without 
which  data  this  genealogy  would  still  bo  incomplete.  His  records  ware  supplement¬ 
ed  by  county  records  at  Harrisburg  end  Lancaster. 


There  still  remained  one  gap  -  Jonathan's  grandfather  was  missing.  A  time 
chart  was  then  made,  and  unless  there  were  some  early  members  of  the  family  who 
left  no  records  at  all  the  grandfather  wan  John,  a  son  of  the  Johanns s  who  wa3 

there  in  1728. 

Most  of  the  family  records  after  17l0  center  in  what  is  now  the  southeast 
corner  of  Lebanon  County,  which  was  part  of  Lancaster  County  till  1785,  then 
partly  in  Dauphin  County  till  1313.  Christ  Lutheran  Church  stands  on  an 
elevation  near  Tulpehocken  Creak,  between  Itycrstown  and  Stouchsberg.  Other 
records  are  from  churchos  only  a  few  miles  away.  -Bethel  Twp.  has  as  one 
boundary  Swatara  Creek,  a  few  miles  north  of  the  Tulpehocken.  Jackson  Twp. 
adjoins  Bethel  on  the  southeast, ;  Schaeffers town  is  less  than  ten  miles  to  the 
south.  The  family  apparently  had  its  baptisms,  confirmations  and  weddings 
performed  at  whichever  of  the  neighborhood  churches  had  a  pastor  at  the  time. 

That  the  present  genealogy  represents  the  whole  picture  fairly  wall  seems 
to  bo  proved  by  the  fact  that  every  Kitzmiller  who  was  bom  before  the  Revolution 
and  of  ;;hom  any  record  has  been  found  fits  into  place,  and  that  the  four  families 
who  appear  in  the  1790  census  of  Lancaster  and  Dauphin  counties  have  been,  with 
a  few  minor  discreoancies,  fully  accounted  for.

His  name  appeal's  in  the  records  in  four  places.  On  June  20,  1728,  a  Johannes 
Kitzmillhr,  "late  from  Germany" ,  applied  for  a  grant  of  land  on  Little 
Conestoga  Creek,  which  runs  through  Lari  Twp.,  Lancaster  County.  (Pa. Arch, 
Ser.2,  XIX,  757)  Thus  he  cannot  be  the  Johannes  Kitzmiller  who  arrived  in 
Philadelphia  on  the  "Ilortonhouse"  in  August  1728,  who  was  the  first  of  the 
York  County  family.  His  second  marriage  is  reported  by  Egle  (1896,  p,8.1) 
vrho  lists  him  from  Earl  Twp.  In  17 3 o  he  and  his  wife  appear  as  sponsors  at 
th3  fcaotJsin  of  his  grandson  John  Jacob  (3-8),  at  Christ  Lutheran  Church, 
Tulpehocken,  (near  Stouchsberg) .  Bethel  Twp .  where  he  died  is  a  few  miles 
north  of  this  church.  A  John  Kitzmiller  died  near  there  in  February  17U5, 
but  this  is  believed  to  have  bean  his  con  (2-2),  He  appears  to  have  lived 
for  some  years  in  Lancaster  County  near  or  on  his  original  grant,  but  in 
his  latter  years  about  30  miles  to  tho  north,  Eglo  (1900,  p0198)  states 
that  ha  died  beforo  March  9,  17^7,  and  lists  inis  children  as  below,  but 
there  could  bo  a  question  as  to  whether  the  Phillippina  Christina  listed 
as  a  daughter  was  a  step-daughter  by  his  second  wife,  his  daughter-in-law, 
or  possibly  both.

Egle  (1896,  p,  8l)  lists  this  marriage,  and  a  few  pages  further  on  lists 
the  marriage  on  August  h,  l?li5  of  Phillippina  Christiana  Kitzmiller  to 
Florian  Buringor.  The  name  is  so  unusual  that  both  must  refer  to  the  same 
’woman.  "Early  Pennsylvania  Births"  by  Chas.  A.  Fisher,  I9I46 ,  list3  a 
gravestone  inscription:  "John  Kitzmiller,  b.  169  ,  d„  Feb.  26,  17ij5",  as 
baing  in  the  Old  Cemetery,  Trinity  (Tulpehocken)  Reformed  Church,  near 
Millards villep  This  corresponds  well  with  the  date  of  the  widow* s  remarriage. 
The  only  other  record  of  John  comes  from  the  confirmation  records  of  his 
children,  at  Christ  Lutheran  Church,  Tulpehocken.  Three  are  listed  as  being 
his  children,  two  aro  children  of  his  brother  Jacob,  and  for  the  other  no 
father  is  nariied.  In  no  case  is  the  mother’s  name  given.  The  nav.  John  Casper 
Stoever,  who  married  the  parents,  lists  another  child  (Egle  1896  vol,)9  No 
record  has  been  found  of  any  other  John  Kitzmiller  who  was  old  enough  to  hava 
been  the  father  of  the  following:-

John  Sr., 
was  in  1?3j  sponsor  at  tho  baptism  of  a^grer-dson  (3~3)  °  Another  Joan,

The  confirmation  records  of  Christ  Lutheran  Church,  Tulpchockon, 
furnish  tho  only  Gulden  go  as  to  the  children  of  Jolm  (2**2);  in  fact,  those 
records  and  his  marriage  are  the  only  positive  records  ws  have  round  that 
ha  ever  exis  ted.  Egle  lists  the  children  of  John  (1-1),  and  four  of. the 
children  in  each  of  these  records  have  the  same  name  and  are  listsd  in  the 
same  order.  All  could  have  been  born  of  either  oC  the  two  marriages  which 

Stoevcr  performed. 

Anna  Fargaret,  daughter  of  (1-1),  appears  only  in  the  Egle  record, 
but  she  could  have  outlived  her  father,  yet  have  died  before  reaching  the 
age  of  confirmation.  John  Leonard  (3-6)  is  listed  by  Stocvor  as  having  been 
born  in  17)6,  tho  son  of  John,  but  ho  may  have  died  young,  as  no  further 
record  of  him  has  been  found. 

The  heirs  of  John  (1**1)  in  17^7  as  given  by  Egle  include  Phillippina 
Christina,  presumably  the  same  w Oman  who  had  married  Jolm  (2—2)  in  1731, 
and  who  remarried  in  August  17)6.  Tills  evidence  is  the  basis  for  the  belief 
that,  despite  duplicate  lists  of  children,  there  wore  two  John  Kitzmillers 

as  hare  listed. 

Granted  this,  there  is  still  the  possibility  that  the  lists  of  children 
of  the  two  men  represent  only  one  group,  and  that,  cxcepu  for  sons  Jolm  and 
John  Jacob,  there  was  no  duplication.  John,  presumably  (2-2),  died  Feb.  26, 
1716,  while  Egle  has  the  father  of  the  children  he  names  dying  "before 
March  17^7".  Where  he  obtained  this  information  Ip  not  stated.  While 
the  naming  of  sons  John  and  John  Jacob  in  ©very  generation  seems  to  have 
boon  practically  a  standard  Kitzniller  custom,  the  duplication  in  names  of 
the  daughters  as  well,  and  in  the  same  order,  certainly  warrants  speculation.

There  arc  three  records  of  bhe  birth  date 3  of  the  children,  which 
correspond  fairly  well,  as  some  may  be  li.o  dates  of  baptism,  rather  than 
birth.  Trinity  Lutheran  at  Hew  Holland,  Earl  Tup.,  lists  the  seven 
oldest;  Muddy  Creek  Reformed  Church  of  Cocalico  Twp.,  a  few  miles  to  the 
north,  lists  all  nine;  ’while  Rev.  stoever  lists  them  all  as  children  of 
"Jacob  Kitzmiller  of  Swatara"  (Egle  1896,  pu  58).  Swatara  Crock  is  a 
boundary  of  Bethel  Two.  Confirmations  of  two  children  wore  recorded 
at  Christ  Lutheran,  Ti-lpehocken,  in  1788-9;  the  youngest  listed  in  the 
New  Ilollmd  record  was  born  in  1 788,  so  between  these  years  Jacob  and  his 
family  probably  moved  from  Earl  Twp.  into  Bethel,  It  is  during  these 
sam3  years  that  the  grandfather  and  both  his  sons  died.

Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania,  was  organized  in  1729;  York  County  was 
taken  fron  it  in  17h9>  and  Adams  County  taken  from  York  in  1300.
